ISSi;,  when  I  in-uretl.  hut  anythiiio'  I  rtM|uire(l  I  lioiiu'lit  from  time  to  time 
afterwards.  I  do  not  know  who  made  out  the  li-t  sent  into  the  Insurance  Company  20 
marked  !•;.

I  pulled  the  loini^'e  in  the  hil- 
liai'd-room  away  from  the  tire  place.  .Ml  lii^hts  weii'  out  at  ti'a  o'eloidv.  1  wont  to  lied.  20 
I  woke  lip  and  heard  soinethinir  '•I'ai'kiii!,;-;  I  thought  it  was  rain  on  the  roof.  I  wont  out 
of  my  room  throiiu;li  the  hall.  I  went  haek  and  ii|iened  tin'  door  to  M'e  if  if  was  rainiiii;;; 
it  was  just  dri/./.Iiiii;-.  1  \\.  nl  ha'  k  into  the  hall,  and  when  near  the  luire.iu.  smelt  smoko 
I  went  iip-stairs  to  the  attic  opened  the  door,  and  was  knocked  down  hy  the  vol.iinc  of 
smoke  and  air  which  ru-hi'd  out.

T  t(»ok  the  keys  of  all  the  doors  of  th  •  house,  up-stairs  with 
me  when  I  went  to  bed.  exce}itthe  side  door  Xeithei'  of  the  boar.lers  came  home  tiiat 
nii^ht.  'I'hey  were  not  theri>  next  morniui::  The  watch  ami  (bain  I  lo>t  was  a  silver 
wafeh  and  a  I'olled  i^olil  chain.  1  jiaid  •^2.">.<lil  for  the  watch.  The  furnitin'e  in  my  room 
was  r^ood:  1  don't  know  the  vahu'  of  it;  1  nevei'  lioiiM-ht  a  chair  to  :-it  on  in  my  life.  I 
shouted  tire  as  loud  a>  I  conM;  I  shouteil  loud  eiicmu'li  fm-  a  man  to  hear  me  away  up 
the  road,  if  he  was  listeniuii'.

1  ran 
over  to  Keeli'r's  and  called  Kceler.  iJan  hack  to  hotel,  went  into  har:  shouted  asking 
if  they  knew  there  was  Hre  in  the  house.

1  said.  why.  you  have  never  called  fire.  I  jiassed  through  the  hilliard-room  up-stairs.
